RAILWAY  INQUIRY

Proposad by President to Bet-
ter Condition of Garriers.

MAY CHANGE PRESENT SYSTEM

Officials of Roads Preparead to Advocats
Federal Incorporation, Supervisien of
Becurities and Extension of Authority
of Interstate Commarce Commission.

Washington, Nov, 20.—-Ten members
of Congress, five Senators and five
mwembers of the House of Representa.
Hyes, began here today an Inquiry into
the subject of public contrig aund Eu-
pervision of rallronds that %, lead to
the revolutlonizing of the whole scheme
of governmental regulation of the coun-
try's trunsportation lines. Incldentally
the committee 18 to loc Into the ques-
tlon of government ov. nership of rail-

wiys, telephone and felegraph lines
and express companies,
The members of the committee

which will conduct this lmportant in-
vestigation are Henator Newlands of
Nevada, chalrman; Senators Robingon
of Arkansas, Underwood of Alabama,
Cumming of lowa and Brandegee of
Connecticut, and Hepresentatives Ad-
amson of Georgla, Stms of Tennessee,
Cullop of Indlana, Esch of Wisconsin
and Hamilton of Michigan. The An-
quiry was recommended by President
Wilson in his message to Congress fu
December of last year. He described
ag its purpose to determine what could
be done “for bettering the conditions
under which the rallroads are operated

and for making them more useful serv-

ants of the country as a whole.”
Prominent Men as Witnesses.

In order to obtain the views of all
Interests affected by the operations of
the transportation lines the commlittee
bank-
ers, representatives of commercial or-
ganizations, rallway cxecutives, econo-
mists and others to appear before them.

Yie first to be heard are rallroad
commigsioners of various staies who
Their
testimony is directed chiefly to oppos-
Ing any enlargement of the federal

hos invited prominent shippers,

began thelr evidence today,

authority over commerce that would

detract from the powers now exercised

by state bodles. They will be followed
ghortly by officlals of rallway labor
organizations who nre expected to reg-
Ister thelr opposition to the increase
of governmental asuthority over wages
und conditions of labor,

Chief interest in the hearlngs cen-
ters in the proposals that will be put
forward by representatives of the rall-
roads, for it is reported that they will
advocate an extension of federal au-
thority over rates and securities to the
practical exclusion of state contro| of
these matters. It is understood also that
they will go on record in favor of fed.
eral fncorporation of all rallroad lines.

Legislative Program of Railroads.

From an authoritative source is ob-
tained the following outline of the leg-
{slative program which the rallroads
will ask the committee to consider In
its investigation: They will endeavor
to demonstrate to the commission that
one of the principal defects in the pres-
ent system of rallroad regulation is
the lack of coordinntion resulting from
the simultaneous and contlicting regu-
lation by the federal government and
by the 48 states. They will, therefore,
usk that entire governmental control
of the rates and practices of interstute
carriers, except purely local matters,
be placed In the hands of a federal
body so that interstate traffic may be
regulated without reference to state
lines, leaving to the state commisslons
Jurisdiction only over local matters and
locul publle utilities. As a part of this
plan, a compulsory system of federal
Incorpeoration I8 to be recommended,
accompanied by federal supervision of
rallrond stock and bond fssues,

A reorganization of the Interstate
Commerce Commjssion will be asked,
In order to enable the commission prop-
erly to exerclse its Increased powers.
It 1¢ also proposed that the preparation
and prosecution of cases agalnst the
rallroads shall be delegated to some
other ngency of the government, possi-
bly the Department of Justice, so that
the commission may devote its ener
gles to 1ts adminlstrative functions.

With the commlssion thus relleved
of some of s present duties and equip.
ped 1o bandle it business more prompt-
ly, the rallronds will urge that the pe-
rlod during which the commission may
now suspend proposed Increases 1In
rates be reduced from ten months to
60 days, with provislon for reparation
to be pald to the shippers if the ad-
vunce shall be declared unreasonsable,

minlmum as well a8 wasimum rates
#0 that In meeting complaints of dis
erimination the commisslon may order
the advance of a rate which it consid.

Short Course Instead of Institute

But a few more names ane need-
ed to assure Lthe short course for
Dakota county. Instead of the reg-
ular one day institute, there will be
five days in which regular courses
in agriculture will be offered. Prof,
K. E. Warner, who was formerly en-
gaged in the Minnesota university
and now with the University of Ne-
braska, will handle the work with
the live stoek, Mr, Warner iz a
maste r 1 the art of butehering, cut-
ting and caring of meats as well as
a specialist in the feed and care of
live stock. His connection with the
short course is sure to insure unusu-
al quality.

Prof. 1, D. Wood, of the Depart-
ment of Agricultural Engineering,
will have charge of thh farm mo-
ters division. With the advent of
80 many tractors in this section and
the use of kerosene and gasoline as
feeds for farm power instead of corn
and oats, this feature should be of
especial interest, Professor Wood
will demonstrate with models of
different farm motors. He also re-
quests any one who has had trouble
in getting engines started to bring
them in and he will find the trouble
and put them in runnning order he-
fore the class,

To many of the ladies Miss Seott
needs no introduetion. The high
class of her work in connection with
the Womens Rural Short Course last
summer will be remembered. The
work offered the women will be
more distinet and advanced as the
program will show, Miss Rokahr,
who will have charge of the foods
p_relmmlmn and service, comes espe-
cially well qualified.
